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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-22, drawn to a method evaluating a compound for utility in treating 
neurological disease, classified in class 424, subclass 93.1, for example. 

II. Claims 23 and 24, drawn to a method of treating a neurological disorder involving 
a potassium channel formed by the coexpression of KCNQ2 (SEQ ID NO: 3) and 
KCNQ3 (SEQ ID NO: 5) comprising administering to a host in need of such 
treatment a therapeutically effective amount of a compound, classification 
dependent upon compound structure. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in 
M.P.E.P. § 806.05 for inventive Inventions that are directed to different methods, restriction is 
deemed to be proper because these methods appear to constitute patentably distinct inventions 
for the following reasons: Inventions I and II are directed to methods that are distinct both 
physically and functionally, and are not required one for the other. Invention I requires search 
and consideration of evaluating a compound for utility in treating neurological disease, which is 
not required by II. Invention II requires search and consideration of treating a neurological 
disorder, which is not required by I. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, separate search
